hibits the use o f the steel traps in 
a borough iii orc!* r to protect dogs 
and cats th a t m ight come to grit f 
iii the steel jaw s intended for the 
“W’oods pussies.” 
The scout troop sent a request 
to town council in November for 
permission to attem pt to rid the 
town of the pests that have be­ 
come very num erous in the last 
few years. 
Council gave ready 
consent and suggested 
th at 
box 
traps m ight be secured by tin* 
scouts from the 
local NY A or­ 
ganization. 
Acting promptly on the sugges­ 
tion, the scouts contacted Clyde 
Bream , recently appointed assist­ 
an t supervisor of NYA work here, 
w’ho supplied a dozen of the box- 
type traps th a t may be used in 
the town. 
T h e traps originally 


were intended for taking rabbits 
and the boys 
say that 
they are 
having better luck with the steel 
traps they are using out.side the 
borough since the skunk trapping 
season opened. 
T h e youths are using scientific 
m ethods o f handling the skunks. 
W hen difficulties arise in remov­ 
ing the skunks from the traps or 
all does not go as planned during 
the execution of the anim als, it 
doesn't mean th a t the boys’ clothes 
have to be burned or buried or 
th a t the boys themselves are to be 
social outcasts for days. 
W hen Clyde Bream gave the 
boys the traps he also gave them 
a prescription for a m ixture for 
use in laundering “tainted” cloth ­ 
ing. 
T he boys have had occasion 
several tunes to use the special 
m ixture and they say it “works 
'fin e .” 
Tile scouts are planning to con­ 
tinue th eir operations, for as Hie 
weather becomes colder and as 
the season advances the fur on 
the anim als improves and better 
prices are expected for the pelts 
that are taken later in the winter. 
Besides being bent on exterm i­ 
nating 
skunks 
in 
Gettysburg, 
members of the troop I lave adopt­ 
ed a wild life conservation pro­ 
gram for the winter m onths. They 
will build feeders and game sh elt­ 
ers and they expect to distribute 
feed for birds and game while the 
ground is covered with snow this 
winter, when natural supplies of 
food fail the wild anim als,

Work on the tw'o ap­ 
proaches to the bridge has been 
completed by the respective town­ 
ship supervisors and the bridge has 
been placed in use. 


The structure, the first ever erect­ 
ed at the creek crossing on the road 
connecting the Baltim ore and T an ­ 
eytown roads several miles south of 
here, measures 80 feet long and is 
supported by a pier in midstream . 
The bridge is 22 feet wide and has 
steel railings supported by concrete 
posts on either side. 
As a safety 
measure resil-o-flex, resilient m etal 
barriers are used along the sides of 
the bridge. 


New Span Satisfactory 
The original date for the comple­ 
tion of the structure was set for No­ 
vember I but long delays in securing 
the steel for the bridge caused com ­ 
missioners to allow- Ju st an extension 
in Ills time for completion. 
T ile 
original contract price was $7,600. 
Unforeseen conditions arase in the 
excavation for the placing of the 
pier on the M ount Joy side of the 
bridge and it was necessary to go 
much deeper for solid rock than hud 
been expected.

construction 
period, the county com m issioners 
had an inspector on duty to see th at 
the work was done in a m anner 
satisfactory to the county officials. 
Jam es B Long, Norristown, con­ 
sulting engineer, accom panied tile 
commissioners on their final inspec­ 
tion trip Tuesday and reported th at 
he found the new span satisfactory 
in every way. 


The need for the bridge wras first 
called to the attention of the com ­ 
missioners early last summer when 
delegations of residents of that sec­ 
tion, 
including 
members

boards of supervisors of both town­ 
ships, came before the county com­ 
missioners and reported th at travel 
on that raid was regularly blocked 
at times when the waters in tile 
creek were swollen.

C O M P U L S O R Y E D U C A T I O N 
T 
H E law which insists th a t a certain am ount o f public school education 
be a part of ivery child’s life is a good one. even though th e child 
doesn’t always agree. 
Many a boy or girl is awakened to his or her poten­ 
tialities, which, iii later life, he or she thanks this system for doing. 
But this talk is about a different system —the natural system by which 
a man or woman gains an education by experience th a t is compulsory. 
The difficult task that is thrust upon one through dire necessity—th e doing 
of a thing that is unpleasant, or arduous, often distasteful, and yet under­ 
taken with an uncom plaining and courageous h eart! 
Compelled, through circum stances, to learn lessons th at outlive any 
taught in the school cham ber, we— who are all pupils in th is school, where 
all our teachers become visible only in th e sweat of our brows, and in the 
aches of our bodies—should be proud of our final reward, which is a worthy 
character. 
Outside the class room we are all placed under compulsory education. 
Every trium ph is a high m ark, every neglected opportunity a low one. 
The more useful a m an bcomes, the more evident is this compulsory 
education. 
Self-sacrifice, self-control, self-dependence m ark the higher 
education under this system. He who has suffered much, been deprived of 
much, and experienced much, has accum ulated wisdom of a high order. 
History presents no fined exam ple of a compulsory educated m an than 
Abraham Lincoln. 
T h at furrowed face, th a t firm , yet kindly mouth, pic­ 
turing tolerant understanding and gentle sym pathy, those deep, hidden 
eyes, which are so far ahead, all bore testim ony of a great h eart and soul, 
long schooled to guide and to lead. 
None of us should revolt at this compulsory education, for out of it 
alone are all security and happiness born and bred.

NEW CONTROL 
PROGRAM FOR 
CROPS GIVEN 


1937 Federal Farm 
Plan Under Soil Con­ 
servation Act 
Revealed. 


Washington, Dec. 9 (AP).—Ad­ 
ministration leaders unveiled their 
1937 federal farm program Tuesday 
and revealed a more direct attempt 
at controlling crop production, es­ 
pecially of com. 
Under the program, farmers are 
to be paid up to $500,000,000 for 
shifting acreage from major crops 
to other plantings classed as soil- 
conserving, and also for following 
approved “soil-building practices.” 
To keep com acreage from “run­ 
ning away next year” as a result of 
this year’s drought-shortened crop 
and accompanying high prices, of­ 
ficials said com belt farmers would 
be assigned planting quotas beyond 
which they could not go without 
causing their federal payments to be 
reduced. 
Set Tentative Limit 
A 
probable 
limit of 54,200,000 
acres upon corn plantings by co­ 
operating farmers in major produc­ 
ing states was predicted. 
This 
would compare with an acreage of 
54.500,000 in the same area this year 
and 59.000,000 in 1932-33. 
During the past season, no at­ 
tempt was made to limit corn acre­ 
age to a definite figure. 
Spokesmen for the Agricultural 
adjustment administration said the 
1937 plan could be accomplished 
under the present soil conservation- 
suhsidy act.

Penna. Historian 
Dies in Library 


Philadelphia, Dec. 9 (AP).—Dr. El­ 
lis Paxson Oberholtzer historian and 
author, died suddenly Tuesday as he 
entered a library to add finishing

years. He was 68. 
He was stricken as he walked into 
the Historical Society of Pennsyl­ 
vania to complete research on his 
six volume history of the United 
States since the Civil war.

PENNSYLVANIA FARMERS* 
SHARE TO BE GREATER 
Washington, Dec. 9 (AP).—North­ 
eastern fanners will receive greater 
allowances for soil building prac­ 
tices without being eligible, in most 
cases, for diversion payments un­ 
der the 1937 soil conservation pro­ 
gram announced today by the Farm 
Adjustment administration. 
The 
northeast 
region 
includes 
Pennsylvania, 
New 
Jersey, 
New 
York and New England. 
H. R. Tolley, administrator, re­ 
ported little need for diversion of 
acreage in New England and ad­ 
joining states. 
“They can best improve their land 
by soil building practices such as 
pasture and hay land improvement 
and reforestation," he said. “Conse­ 
quently, the new program provides 
that producers who have small acre­ 
ages in general soil-depleting crops 
will not, in most instances, be eli­ 
gible for diversion payments but 
will have an increased allowance for 
soil building practices.” 
Another administrative change in 
this region will be deduction of 
county AAA expenses for payments 
to farmers in 1937. This was done 
in most regions in 1936. 
Northeastern fanners will receive 
under the soil building program 35 
cents for every acre of non-crop, 
open pasturage in excess of one- 
half the total acres of crop land. 
Officials explained a farmer with 
40 acres of crop land and 50 acres 
of pasture would receive payment 
on 30 acres.
